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EDITORIAL NOTES 


Pamphleteering 


few days the University of Chicago Press has issued a pamphlet on 

Balancing the budget, federal fiscal policy during the depression and an- 
other on The economics of technocracy by Aaron Director. These are num- 
bers 1 and 2 of Public Policy Pamphlets! presented to the world by a group of 
men at the University of Chicago, though the University is in no sense 
responsible for the opinions expressed. Other pamphlets in this series will 
be Unemployment insurance by Mary B. Gilson; Var debts by Harry D. 
Gideonse ; Deflation and capital levy by Maynard C. Krueger. 

These pamphlets have a purpose. In introducing them Charles E. Merriam 
says, “The policy of drift may continue for a long time, but there comes 
an end; . .. the time when the complexities and burdens of chaos are 
greater than the pains of reorganization. . .” 

The announcement also states as a reason for these pamphlets, ‘These 
are times of reorganization and times when public policy must become the 
supreme concern of the individual. Hence this series of pamphlets on public 
policy—clear, well formulated statements for every citizen of this country.” 

Pamphlets of unusual value have also been a by-product of the broadcasts 
under the auspices of the National Advisory Council on Radio in Education.” 
\ committee, headed by Professor Thomas Reed of Michigan representing 
the Council and the American Political Science Association, has succeeded 
in getting from distinguished specialists in public administration very brief, 
casily understood statements, which summarize the results of years of re- 
search by hundreds of persons. It is a notable achievement. In one of these 
pamphlets, Revising our state and local tax system® by Willoughby, Loeb, 
and Anderson, the elements of a good state tax system are summarized in 
live short paragraphs. In a pamphlet of thirteen pages, Murray Season- 
good, president of the National Municipal League, and A. R. Hatton of 
Northwestern University, present a summary of the National Municipal 
league’s suggestions for Retrenching in state and local expenditures.® 


[Dic ays the Criver has again become respectable. Within the past 
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We are hearing much these days from many sources to the effect that the 
township, small county, and small school district are remains from the 
horse-and-buggy days, and that eliminations and consolidations would lead 
to great economies. This three-cornered question is discussed with construc- 
tive recommendations in Re-drawing the boundaries of local government* 
by Thomas H. Reed, University of Michigan, Howard P. Jones of the 
National Municipal League, and George S. Counts of Columbia University. 
Others in this series are Reforming financial methods* by Dr. Luther Gulick 
of the Institute of Public Administration, Professor Harley L. Lutz of 
Princeton, and Dr. Russell Forbes, National Municipal League, and Budgets‘ 
by Dr. Lewis Meriam of the Brookings Institution, Representative Joseph 
W. Byrns of Tennessee, and Governor John G. Winant of New Hamp- 
shire. A new one is issued each week. 

The pamphlets which appeared earlier include The significance of our state 
and local elections® by William Bennett Munro of the California Institute of 
Technology, The place of minor parties in the American scene® by John 
Dewey, and Issues of domestic policy’ by Charles A. Beard. 

The economic broadcasts also have resulted in two or three series of 
pamphlets on subjects about which men and women of 1933 are talking 
whenever two or three are gathered together. The discussion between Har- 
old G. Moulton, president of the Brookings Institution, and J. Fred Essary, 
Washington correspondent of the Baltimore Sun, under the title What about 
war debts,® is a simple presentation of the essential facts about a problem 
of great complexity and difficulty. One wishes that it might be read by every 
citizen who has or wishes to have an opinion on the subject. How shall we 
buy in 1933,° another dialog in the series, ought to be read by all consumers. 
Other recent titles are Your tax bills,6 What to do about unemployment,® 
What Congress has to face,® and The economic background.® All are by 
authorities. The thirty addresses in the Economics series given from Octo- 
ber 1931 through May 1932 have been published in one volume entitled 
Aspects of the depression." 

A new series called ‘““The Lawyer and the Public,’’® also under the auspices 
of the National Council on Radio in Education, presented by the American 
Bar Association, was inaugurated on February 12 over the Columbia net- 
work. Some of the topics will be The lawyer's influence on public opinion 
by Judge Samuel Seabury of New York City, Reforming the law through 
legislation by Henry W. Toll of the American Legislators’ Association and 
Edson R. Sunderland of the University of Michigan, and The lawyer looks 
at his responsibilities by Newton D. Baker. 
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Recent titles in the series of John Day pamphlets® are Js there a case for 
foreign missions? by Pearl S. Buck, Technocracy; an interpretation by 
Stuart Chase, The fight against war by Albert Einstein, and Education for 
« new era: a call to leadership by A. Gordon Melvin. Most of the others in 
the series are still appropriate for present use. 

The National League of Women Voters is constantly issuing pamphlet 
and leaflet material which is excellent, unprejudiced, and timely. Examples 
are two pamphlets just out—Constructive economy in local government’® 
and Budget making and administration, with special reference to cities,’ 
both by Dorothy L. Judd. Two useful pamphlets from the League for In- 
dustrial Democracy are Incentives under capitalism and socialism" by Harry 
\\’. Laidler and Municipal housing" by Helen L. Alfred. 

Two reports for the Citizens Conference on the Crisis in Education have 
been published by the American Council on Education, The citizens confer- 
ence on the crisis in education,'* the report of the Proceedings, and The 
current situation in education; increased responsibilities—decreased reve- 
iues.!* A fuller report of the Proceedings,’? including statements from the 
live cooperating organizations, the reports of the six sub-committees, and 
significant documents, is just off the press. 

The International City Managers’ Association pamphlet How to reduce 
municipal expenditures; a check list of special suggestions for constructive 
economy in municipal government**® should be in the hands of every public 
official and interested citizen. The American Legislators’ Association has 
mimeographed a digest of material on Farm mortgage legislation'*; the 
Municipal Finance Officers Association offers Cities collect delinquent 
taxes’® by Carl H. Chatters; a Municipal Administration Service pamphlet 
is The administration of the gasoline tax in the United States, third edi- 
tion, by F. G. Crawford; as a supplement to its February 1933 number the 
National Municipal Review printed an article by Charles S. Ascher, Ele- 
ments of a low cost housing law and its administration." 

The material published by the American Council of the Institute of Pacific 
elations is important and authoritative. Its Behind the far eastern con- 
flict!’ by Joseph Barnes and F. V. Field is especially timely. The American 
Child Health Association’® compiles valuable material on nutrition and low 
cost diet. 

These are only a few of the dozens of national associations and research 
agencies which are issuing valuable pamphlets and leaflets that are authen- 
tic and timely, written by people who have made a serious study of their 
subjects. Much of this material is the best in its field. 
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Whether or not they have a book fund, librarians have here a splendid 
opportunity for supplementing their book and magazine material.
